Note - Dtagram shows knitted fabric, but method is the same for knitting or 
crochet. Always keep work elastic - there should be as much stretch in your 
Seam as there is In the nest of your garment.

When working along a cost-off edge, insert needle under both loops of cast-off stitch, and knit up one stitch in each cast-off Stitch. 
(Diagram A) 

Whai workirig along side edge. Insert needle inside one full stitch from the edge (i.e. behind 2 loops of stUeh, not Just the edge loop), 
(Diagram B] 

You will find along this edge that there is alternately one long and one short stitch. If you require less stitches than there are rows along 
this edge, always knit up tf^rough tl^e short stitches ard omit some of the long stitches. (Diagram Q 

Before commencing, always count the number of rows you have and compare It to llie number of stitches you require, then you will 
be able to make any adjustments evenly along the length of the work. 

If you find it difficult to knit up stitches neatty, try using needles 1 or 2 sizes smaller than those in the instructions - but do not forget to 
change back to the correct size for knitting the band. 



Son^e knitters use a crochet hook to pull the stitches through, slipping them one at a time on to the needle.

HELPING YOU TO READ GRAPHS 

A graph is like a picture of your work [looked at from the riglii side of the finished work], with each sguare representing a stitch. 
For TeKtured Patterns, different symbols are used to repr^ent different stitches (fuiit, purl, slip, etc). You read the righl-'Side rows 
from right to left and the wrong'sidc rows from left tQ right (unless otherwise s^ted}. Some knitters are confused by the fact that tl^e 
same symbol wilt be used fora pud stitch on a righl-skJe rowas for aknltstllch on a wrong'Sjde row— the fact is that they both look the 
same from the right side, and the graph Is a “picture" of your work from the fight side. 

Whwi reading any graph, first look lor yotir size on the t?dge where you are to begin, tlien work from this point across the row to 
where your size is marked on the other side. If there is a pattern repeat on the grapji (usuaDy marked by a bracket end the words 1 0 si 
rep" or s1milar)i yf>Li must work these stitd^es as many times as necessary to get to the required distance from ihe end of the row (ihls Is 
the same as saying. In a written pattern, "rep from ' to Last ... sts"}. 



HELPFUL HINTS 

NeateiiLng of cast-off buttonholes. Wlien worldng the cast-on row of buttonhole, before slipping the last cas(,-on stitch on to the 
left-hand needle, pass the yarn from back to front betwtieir the needles, then slip the stitch on to ihe ieft'hand needle and complEte 
the row, 

Allematively, when working the row after buttonliole has been completed, with right-hand needle pick up puriways the loose thread, 
or threads, at base of buttonfiole, slip It on to left-hand needle and work U together with the first stitch on left-hand needle. 



HELPFUL HINTS 

Neatoning the side edge of your cast-on. Before sEippEng the last cast-on stitch on to 
the left-hand needle, pass the yarn from back to front between the points of the two 
needles, then slip the stitch on to the left-hand needle. This prevents a ctFrved edge on the 
Last stitch. 




SUP-STITCH 

This ts the method used for tumlj'^ up hems or stitching double neckbands 
In place. Work 1 stitch Into each cast-on or cast-off stitch lo be sure that the 
work will be elastic. Always be sure that the stitches follow up evenly arrd do 
not form a crooked line. 
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POM-PONS 

To make a pqm-pon, cut Iwo circles of canlboflind, the diameter depends on the swe of the pom^pon to be made ^ and shouJd be equal 
to ihe size of Ihe finished j»m-pon plus approximately 1.25 cm for trimming, plus the diameter of the centre hole, e.g. for a 
pom pon A cm across^ the circles would be 4cm, plus 1 .25 crn, plus 1,25 cm for centre hole, equals 6.5 cm. Cut a round hole in the 
centre, the s«e of the hote is approximately a quarter of the fcntshed pom-pon. Wind the yarn round and round the cardboard until 
the centre hole is completely filled up. 

Place tlte pcwnt of a pair of scissom behureen the two circles 
of cardboard and cut around, keeplrtg the scissors between 
the cardboard all the time. UsIetq a double strand of yarn^ 
wrap round between the two cjrdes of cardboard, knot 
fintily. and take away cardboard. Tdm pom-pon.
